Cancers of the audicnce dominated the June 21 
mecting of the East Jordan City Council. 

Because parking lines have not been painted on the 
west side of Main Street since resurfacing, several 
audience members voiced suspicions the council is 
changing parking status. 

Council members denied knowledge of any changes. 
Council member Ruth Gee said they were waiting for 
recommendations from the DDA on whether to keep 
the present angle-style or change to parallel parking. 

“The action was tabled until there was a compelling 
reason to change it,” explained council member Greg 
Chappuies. “I know of no compelling reason at this 
lime.” 

The council voted to have the parking lines re- 
painted as usual for the present time. 

Quick approval of the donation of a bench to be 
placed in Memorial Park prompted residents Lee 
Amold and Tom Breakcy, Sr. to express concem 
about the council making fast decisions when an item 
isn’t on the agenda.

We asked May Loper why her family 
came to Central Lake. She wasn’t sure, 
since she was only one year old. She 
thinks her family came here for the 
logging industry. 

We learned a lot about the Depres- 
sion era. An interesting part about the 
Depression was that people rode the 
rails forjobs. People would come around 
on trains that passed through Central 
Lake. When the trains would stop in 
town, they would jump off and run to 
the nearest house to ask for some food 


and jobs. 

Children used to make up their own 
games for fun. May still remembers her 
first doll. It was made of a towel with a 
cord tied around its neck area to help 
form the head. Hermom taught herhow 
to make wreaths of flowers. 

May said that the three factories in 
Central Lake helped it grow. In her 
earlier days, she worked at the canning 
factory. There were a lot of lumbering 
jobs but the canning factory was the 
main place to work. 

May went to school in the old school 
that burned down in 1927. The building 


is no longer there and the high school 
stands where it was. She said the play- 
grounds were separate. The boys had 
one side and the girls had the other side. 

May was already married, but her 
niece attended the school whenit burned 
down. 

May said that some of the original 
buildings are still in Central Lake. She 
remembers that Young’s Party Store 
used to be a meat market and 
Bachmann’s was a bank. The old post 
office was where the bar is now. There 
were two sidewalks from Burn’s to the 
canning factory.

She said that the taxes weren’tas high 
but that was because of people not 
having much money. 

May used to make ice cream. She said 
they made alot of it. They would getice 
from the lake shore and then mix it with 
cream. 

They used horses to get around. May 
said the first carin Central Lake that she 
recalls was owned by the town doctor. 

Anyway, we learned a lot about Cen- 
tral Lake and enjoyed doing the inter- 
view with May. All in all it was a lot of 
fun.

Hall lot paving held up 


A tiny strip of land may cause big headaches for 
Banks Township. 

The land runs between the renovated township hall 
and an area of land purchased a year ago. The town- 
ship wants to install a paved lot on the land they 
purchased for increased hall parking. 

“We need the strip of land to have access to our 
parking lot,” township supervisor Dan Wieland said. 

The small strip of land is owned by CB North Bank. 
The township’s dealt with the old owners of the bank 
with verbal, handshake agreements, or understand- 
ings between both parties. 

“The previous owners were local,” Wieland said. 
“Now they’re owned by some corporation in Detroit 
or Lansing or somewhere. We hope everything will 
still work out.” 

The township wants to meet with CB North to see 
what can be done, A best-case scenario for the town- 
ship would have the bank ceding the strip to them. 

“That would absolve them of any liability, and there 
really isn’tmuch they can do with that small ofa piece 
of land,” Wieland said. 

Other solutions would involve getting access ri ghts 
from the bank. 


Spring cleanup a success 


Spring cleanup 94 -vent “very smoothly — better 
than last year,” Wieland said. One pleasant surprise 
was the bill — $2,000 less than last year. 

“Compacting most of the trash made a big differ- 
ence,” said township treasurer Jacob Veenstr: .

Bacon’s son Jesse didnot 
qualify to take the course 
this summer. 


“T really think the 
policy is bad,” Bacon 
said. “I think it should be 
scratched completely.” 

Her objections in- 
cluded that the policy 
causes unfair hardship, 
making it difficult to ob- 
tain a license so the stu- 
dent can work; the cost of 
private driver’s training 
is beyond many families; 
and if students wait until 
they are 18, they can get 
a license without the ben- 
efit of driver’s ed. 


High school principal 
Gus Bishop explained 
that students are made 
aware several times dur- 
ing the school year of the 
requirements for qualifi- 
cation. 

“Students make the 
choice,” said Bishop. 

The eligibility policy is 
explained in handbooks 


Students receive every 
September. Letters are 
sent to individuals warn- 
ing them they are in dan- 
ger of losing eligibility 
and still have time to 
qualify by raising their 
grades. Bishop said there 
was also an additional 
individual contact in the 
case of Jesse Bacon. 
Despite administrative 
efforts, Bishop said 18 
students did not earn the 
four C’s necessary for 
qualifying. He stressed 
that 115 students did.

over the nearly-full cemetery so necessary work can 
be done. 

“The cemetery building is just falling apart — it 
should be replaced,” he said. “We have enough money 
to put a building up, but that would leave us without 
enough to keep the place up.” 

A perpetual care fund for the cemetery, currently 
totaling $1,700, could complicate the transfer. The 
money was paid by lot owners, many of whom are 
now deceased. Veenstra said he would check with 
people who recently paid for perpetual care, to sec if 
they want their money back. 

Some shares in Dow Chemical stock donated to the 
cemetery could complicate a transfer as well. Veenstra 
said he has no idea who made the donation, or when. 

“It only brings in $8.16 a year — but does the 
township have the authority to sell it or take in the 
returns from it?” he asked. 

The board said they will look at the legal issues 
involving the funds. 

“It’s a better deal for the township if we take the 
cemetery over and receive its assets,” said township

Circle Herb may 
sound like a one-prod- 
uct farm, but the Jordan 
Township enterprise of- 
fers far more. 

Owners Sue and Roger 
Falcos’ original plan was 
to sell potted herbs. But 
what started out as little 
more than a hobby has 
become a full-time busi- 
ness. 

The whole thing be- 
gan when Roger’s 
mother gave Sue some 
herbs to plant. Sue’s 
natural green thumb and 
her love of watching 
things grow led her to 
expand her collection. 

Sue noticed herb 
plants were difficult to 
find for sale in the area, 
so she decided to grow 
plants and try to sell 
them. Roger, who previ- 
ously owned aplant shop 
in Royal Oak, was skep- 
tical of the plan, but it 
wasn’t long before 
people were stopping at 
the bam to buy Sue’s 
plants, 

A visit from Jean 
Muma, who has since 
retired from Tapawingo 
Restaurant in Ellsworth, 
really changed the 
course of the business 

Mumaasked Sue ifshe 
could provide the res- 
taurant with fresh-cut 
herbs on a regular basis. 
She gave instructions on 
the plants the menu re- 
quired and taught Sue 
how to cut and store the 
herbs until delivery. 

With such a presti- 
gious client, word got 
around fast and Sue and 
Roger now work year- 
round to produce whole- 
sale packages for restau- 
rants from Traverse City 
to Harbor Springs. They 
added a greenhouse the 
second year. Sue gradu- 
ally cut back from her 
job on the nursing staff

devoting all her time to 
Circle Herb. Roger also 
left his engineering posi- 
tion at East Jordan Iron 
Works to run the farm. 

The Falcos and their 
teenage children Kirk and 
Jennifer spend countless 
hours ona job thatisnever 
finished. They make 
wholesale deliveries 
about three days per week 
through the year. They 
grow 90 percent of their 
own stock, which in- 
cludes an impressive va- 
riety of culinary and me- 
dicinal herbs, as well as 
perennial flowers. 

They begin seeding in 
January, inside the heated 
greenhouse, transplant- 
ing through the early 
spring. May through Oc- 
tober, they open their re- 
tail gift and plant shop. In 
June, the Falcos hold one 
of two annual events, an 
herb luncheon at 
Tapawingo. In July, the 
herb festival keeps them 
busy. 

All the decorative ar- 
rangements and dried 
flowers and herbs are pre- 
pared by Sue. She dis- 
plays her products at the 
annual Jordan River Arts 
Council holiday show 
and one other show in 
Eoyne City in Novem- 
ber. 

Sue obviously loves her 
work, but getting away 
from a living, breathing 
business can be a prob- 
lem. 

“We can’t ever close 
upand leave,” she sighed.

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Sure-fire repellents keep challenging mosquitoes 


So, you've planted lots of mosquito plants and 
bought a bug zapper and, for good measure, some 
citronella candles — now you'll have amosquito-free 
evenings, nght? Not! 

Tom Ellis, a Michigan State University Extension 
entomologist, says that things that hum, zap, bum, or 
grow (as in plants) are pretty much a waste of money. 

Mosquito plants are all the rage. The implication is 
that if you have amosquito plant, orseveral, your yard 
will be mosquito free. 

Ellis says the plants do contain a chemical that is 
slightly repellent and that he can’t recall ever seeing 
a mosquito plant with welts on it. But for the plant to 
provide even a modicum of protection to people, they 
would have to tear off plantleaves, crush them and rub 
them on their skin. 

Hand-held sonic devices that repel mosquitoes? If 
you listen carefully to the device, you’ll hear a low 
hum —unless it’s drowned out by the humming of the 
mosquitoes closing in on you. Ellis notes that a few 
years ago sonic devices were being sold as a way to 
attract fish. Get the message? 

Ellis says the bug zapper is proof positive that 
nobody listens to scientists.

A lot of entomology science has becn done on 
zappers, Ellis says, and research has shown that bug 
zappers do attract hordes of insects. They’re not as 
efficient at killing them, however. “The upshotis that 
a bug zapper attracts insects into the yard faster than 
it kills them,” Ellis says. 

“If you measure the number of insects in the yard 
before the bug zapper is tumed on, then measure the 
number of insects in the yard after the zapperis turned 
on, you’ll find that after a while, there are more bugs 
when it is on than whenitis off,” Ellis says. “So really, 
the only person you are helping out is the guy next 
door who doesn’t have a zapper.” 

Of course, there may be an element of satisfaction 
in sitting in the backyard in the evening gazing at the 
zapper’s black light and listening to insects being 
electrocuted while you dig at your mosquito bites. 

And the citronella candle? Ellis says that the mos- 
quito repellent ingredient is carried in the candle’s 
smoke. You may get relief if you sit in the smoke. It 
may gonicely with the crushed mosquito plant leaves. 

Ellis says that there is a lotion on the market that 
does provide protection from mosquitoes for at least 
30 minutes if you don’t sweat.

Cut back on your activity level in the evening, Ellis 
suggests. The female mosquito is attracted by the 
carbon dioxide you exhale. The males don’t bite. 

Perhaps a better solution is to screen in your porch 
and give yourcandles, plants, zapper and sonic repeller 
to the neighbors and let them battle the bugs.

Audubon’s The Birds of America (1826-1838) ex- 
hibit opens on July 8 in Petoskey at the Virginia 
McCune Community Ans Center. It runs through the 
end of the month and includes 20 original, hand 
colored Audubon engravings. 

The double size prints are from the private collec- 
tion of Elizabeth K. and John J. Dau of Bally, Penn. 
The Daus, who summer at Bay View, have an exten- 
sive collection of American antiques and art. While 
attending a New York auction two years ago, they 
noticed that several Audubon engravings were up for 
sale, including the now extinct Northen Michigan 
Passenger Pigeon, which once consisted of a billion 
bird flock. This original acquisition started their en- 
tire collection, which includes lifesize engravings of 
a duck, owl, heron, grouse, eagle and partridge. 

Audubon was the first artist whose bird drawings 
showed the faintest hint of anatomical study or simu- 
lation to life. His goal was to make life-size drawings 
for engravings of all the North American birds. He 
was the first artist-naturalist to illustrate American 
birds, life-size in natural poses. He painted his freshly 
killed specimens before their color faded and eventu- 
ally learned to wire his models in a lifelike manner. 
His first drawings were in pencil and charcoal, but as 
he experimented and progressed, he began to use 
pastels, oils, lacquer, watercolors, and evenegg white. 
Mixed media, therefore, would aptly describe his 
works. 

Audubon’s drawings were transferred to large cop- 
per plates on which the delineations were engraved

This is an etching technique, but as 
most of the work is engraved, however, the finished 
prints are referred to as engravings. After being printed 
on Whatman handmade drawing paper, the black and 
white engravings were watercolored by hand. 

At one time over 100 of the drawings for the 
engravings were chewed up by rats that had pen- 
etrated the trunk where they were stored. Audubon 
did the drawings over again, and decided that they 
were better than the ones that had been destroyed. 

Audubon had several assistants including his wife, 
Lucy. Her greatest contribution to her husband’s 
work was both financial and literary. She worked as 
a tutor to support the family, leaving Audubon free to

make field trips and seek engravers. From her salary 
she saved enough moncy to finance her husband’s 
first trip to England. Later she collaborated with 
Audubon and William Macgillivray on the text which 
was published to accompany the prints of The Birds of 
America. 

The engravings took 12 years to complete and only 
about 170 complete sets of 435 images were pub- 
lished. Over 20 have been destroyed or lost and the 
majority of the remaining are still bound and in the 
custody of institutions such as the Library of Con- 
gress. The works in this exhibit are indeed rare. 

Audubon could not have known that because of his 
artistry and his writings, his name would become a 
household word, synonymous with birds, wildlife, 
and conservation. The National Audubon Society 
was launched in the early years of this century, before 
anyone spoke of “ecology” or “environment”. 

Jean Jacques Fougere Audubon was born in 1785 
on the island of Santo Domingo, now Haiti, in the 
West Indies. When he was four, his mother died, and 
his father, a sea captain, sent him to France where he 
was raised by his stepmother. At the age of 18 he was 
sent to Mill Grove near Philadelphia where his father 
owned property. Here he met his wife, Lucy Bakewell, 
the daughter of a neighbor. They had two sons. 
Audubon was often away from his family for months, 
exploring the wilderness, painting and pursuing his 
dream. 

Twelve years after Audubon’s death in 1851, his 
widow Lucy sold the original watercolor drawings to 
the New York Historical Society. Coinciding with the 
Petoskey show, they are now on exhibit for the first 
time at the Art Institute of Chicago until July 17.

And it is the focus of Seasons of Silver, the official 
25th anniversary of the natural area, at the special 
reception and annual meeting tonight at 6 p.m. at the 
Summit Center, Shanty Creek Resort. 

With most of the land acquisition completed and a 
strong summer education program going into its 10th 
year, Grass River board members will recognize the 
contributions made by founders and entrust their 
achievements to younger preservationists. 

“We are passing the torch from one generation to 
another,”’ said Mark Randolph, acting director of the 
natural area. “The original generation can’t getenough 
credit for having the foresight to protect the area.” 

Of special interest at the reception is the display of 
over 100 anniversary posters designed by Antrim 
County elementary students. 

‘They're real heart-stoppers, because they are done 
by the children Grass River was preserved for and 
show how it influenced them,” Randolph said. 

The anniversary marks two directions the board 
hopes to concentrate on: providing quality education 
programs all year long and forging links with local 
schools. Both aims have begun, Randolph noted, and 
the 25th Anniversary Endowment Fund Initiative 
kicking off at the annual mecting will provide the 
means to expand those objectives. 

Begun as the dream of a few people in 1969, the 
Grass River Natural Area now encompasses more 
than 1,000 acres with at least 300 kinds of plants, 40 
’ species of mammals and 53 types of birds. It is owned 
by Antnm County and managed by a non-profit 
corporation with a volunteer board of directors.
